REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Stewart (U.S. PG. Pub 2001/0049634A1 discloses a method facilitated by a computer 
network to accomplish a trusted transaction between a business entity and a networked 
consumer. 

JP2001 256344, Kitai et al discloses a system/method for benefit association type 

charging system which supports business having a future or development potential by 

charging a service user at a service providing price that a service provider sets low 

according to benefit expansion such as the growth, efficiency, etc. 

However, neither Stewart nor Kitai singularly or in combination discloses the recited 

feature: 

As per claims 63 and 65 " wherein each said business entity network and each said 
networked entity network has an authenticating system for performing an authentication 
process in communication with a security engine of said central administrator server, 
said authentication process enabling secure electronic communications with said central 
administrator server and including said authentication systems communicating a unique 
identifier to said administrator server, wherein said unique identifiers identify and 
authenticate each said group benefits provider and employer participating in said 
trusted market place system, wherein said web pages provide a group benefits plan 
configurator for enabling said group benefits providers to utilize their respective 
business entity networks to provide and update information in said databases describing 
group benefits plans products and/or services that are offered to employees of said

employers, wherein said web pages provide a endorsement mechanism for enabling 
said employers to utilize their respective networked entity networks to review said 
information and endorse certain products and/or services for their respective 
employees, and wherein said web pages provide mechanism for enabling said 
employees to utilize networked consumer interfaces to access said administrator server 
securely via their employers's respective networked entity network to review said 
endorsed products and/or services and make purchase and/or enrollment decisions 
regarding said endorsed products".
